KPFA  raised  more  than  a  thousand  dollars  from  its  audi- 
ence during  a  recent  one-week  emergency  drive.   It  heard 
from  scores  of  listeners  on  GI  allotments  and  Internes* 
salaries  who  cannot  afford  subscriptions  but  to  whom  the 
station  is  apparently  a  fundamental  experience*  If  there 
had  been  any  doubt,  it  was  made  startlingly  clear  that 
KPFAfs  kind  of  radio  in  its  brief  eight  months  has  be- 
come indispensable  to  a  large  number  of  people  on  San 
Frond  sco  Bay. 

Regular  listeners  know  that  the  station's  financial 
emergency  was  in  great  part  personal  with  the  staff, 
which  had  gone  too  long  without  salaries.  The  thousand 
dollars  raised  in  one  week  alleviated  a  little  of  the 
difficulty.   But  an  emergency  remains.   The  fund-raising 
drive  has  been  extended  to  Christmas  Day,  with  the  goal 
of  $5,000.  Contributions  (deductible  from  taxable  in- 
come) or  regular  subscriptions  at  $10  a  year  are  urgent- 
ly solicited.   The  station's  staff  is  determined  to  con- 
tinue, but  operations  must  have  the  maximum  possible  au- 
dience support  in  the  immediate  future  to  relieve  the 
p*8jectfs  crisis.

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SIGNAL  IMPROVEMENT 

Within  the  next  few  weeks  changes  in  KPFA's  transmission 
should  be  completed  to  provide  clear  reception  for  thou- 
sands who  cannot  now  hear  the  station,  and  complete  free- 
dom from  interference  for  the  large  number  who  have  com- 
plained of  it  since  XNBC-FM,  on  an  adjacent  channel,  in- 
creased its   power  to  45,000  watts. 

KPFA  has   applied  to  the   FCC  for  assignment    of  another 
channel  widely  separated  from  existing  allocations   in  the 
area.     The  station  will  approximately  double  the   present 
power   of  its   interim  signal    on  the   new  channel.     The   change 
and  power  increase   can  be   effected  with  slight  expense. 

It  is  expected  that  interference  will  be   overcome  to  the 
extreme    limits    of  the   station's   signal   delivery,    and   that 
those   limits  will   be    sufficiently  extended  to  provide 
adequate   reception  on  considerable  parts   of  the  San  Fran- 
ci sco  peninsula   as  well  as   improved   reception  in  the   pre- 
sent-listening area. 


ON  THE  VIRTUES  OF  MIMEOGRAPHING... 

There  is  no  intention  to  strain  the  eyes  of  KPFA' s  listen- 
ers and  the  capacities  of  its  staff  by  an  indefinite  ser- 
ies of  mimeographed  Folios.  The  present  issue  was  two 
days  late  as  a  consequence'  of  united  struggle  on  the  part 
of  the  staff  and  several  volunteers,  all  equally  unfamil- 
iar with  advanced  mimeographing  procedures.  But  by  pub- 
lishing four  issues  of  Folio  in  this  manner  KPFA  can  save 
about   $500.
